Destructive Gulf, Jiwi'i'ps Uver the 
Ivund of tilt; Ivlbiiig Sua. 

Victoria, B. C, Oct. 17.— Tho Em- 
press of Japan tarings news that the 
typhoon at the close of September was 
felt over the onJre Japanese group. 
A vast amount of property ashore and 
afloat w^as destroyed and there was 
lieavy loss of life. Hundreds of hous"s 
were blown down, flooded or othei - 
wlse destroyed. At Tokio, three lives 
were lost. Two hundred Namedzu 
fishermen were blown out to sea and 
all are believed to have perished. A 
number of vessels wore repoitcl 
wii'( 1<(«<1, mottly jun'.is and KiiuUl 
schooners. The schojner Urato Maru 
was stranded oft .MlkukuJIma and 
probably will be a total loss. The 
Yachlgo Maru, a sailing vessel of f»20 
tons was wrecked in Sbiinizu bay and 
all on board were lost. The 20U ton 

liooner Bhintoku Maru was wrecked 
off Karaura. At Yokohama, the wind 
blew 40 miles an hour and the new 
Christ church was destroyetl.

The Peoples Gbs com pan v will 
withdraw from the territory heretofore 
occupied by the Ogden Gas company 
and the Municipal Gas company, whicli 
has been the agen of the Peoples com- 
pany and obtained Its gas from tl;'' 
latter, h.as raised the price of gas to $1 
per 1,000 feet. This means the retire-' 
ment of the Municipal Gas company 
from the scene of action and leaves 
the field to the Ogl(ii company and 
the Peoples Gas company alone.

— Tho enumer- 
tlon of the 12tb census Is ccaipleted 
and the enumerators are practically alt 
paid.

In leaving the White H!)use 
he said he li.ul conveyeil to the ju-csi- 
dciit a mes.-;age from tlie emperiir of 
China thanking President McKinlcy 
for the consideration shown by the 
United States during the Chinese trou- 
ble. The minister also brought a dis- 
patch from Shanghai from the south- 
ern viceroys stating that the imperial 
party had reached. Tung Kuan, only a 
few miles from Sinan Fu, the new 
capital, Oct. 14. 

Keferrlng to the report from Pekln 
that the edict for the punishment o^ 
certain Chinese oflBcials had been 
forged. Minister Wu said such a story 
wa.s preposterous and should receive 
no crodf.iu"; whatevtr. If any one 
should issue u false decree of that 
character, It would be very easy, he 
said, to ascertain bis Identity and he 
certainly would be beheaded. 

Advjc( a receive<l by ^Ir. Wu gave no 
Indication of the purpose on the pt^rt 
of the royal party to return to PekflK 
although it is believed efforts are to beV 
made to Induce the emperor to return 
to tho cai'itai. The emperor lias liere- 
tofore sent messages of thanks to the 
czar of Russia and the emperor of 
Japan for the course their gDvern- 
ments have pursued, and the message 
to the president is along the same 
lines. 

Secretary Hay spant some time at 
the war department in conference with 
Secretary Root, after which he went to 
tho White llouie. i lom this it was 
inferred there* were nioio dev( lopnunts 
in the Chinese situation, although no 
statement was made by oni. ials.
